The^ total number of students en- 
rolled in .tlie -50 States and the District of Columbia reached nearly 12f372!bOo! up 2.3 percent between 1980 
and 1981. *" \ . . \ ' 

Two-year institutions, whjch accounted for the majority of the overall enrollment growth in 1981 . reported an 
increase of ^.5 percent over 1980 figures, briliging their totals to mpre* than 4.6 million students, or a 37- 
pcrcent share^of^ the toial student^opulation. Prbprietar> institutions especially contributed to this overall 
increase among 2-year institutions. ^ ^ ^ . . . 

Specialized schools also i;eported enrollment gains , of 3 percent in 1981: however, the^y represent a much 
smaller segment of the uyiiverse of institutions of higher education. Enrollment levels at all other types of 
^institutions-doctc^al-level: comprehensive, and .general baccalaureate-remained relatively stable., with only 
slight increases in the total student population. . . ^ 

W omen continued (o enroll at a faster rate than men in 1981.. following the trend that began in the rmd- 
197(iV B-\ 1^81. women represer^ted a^ 5 1 .7-percent share of the total' enrollment at colleges and universiiie>. 
up from 45 pe-fcent in 1975. The'number of men studying m institutions of higher education increased for the 
third consecutixe year, following declines between 1975 and 1978. » " 

Pn\ai^ institutions reported sli^fly higher rates of growih in 1981 than did those in the public sector. Oni> 
within- the general baccalaureate institution.^ and the spec4alized schools did the public sector realize lai%4 
growth rates. . . ^ * . * . 

The number of freshmen entering college for the first time, ih fall 1981 leveled off at barely 0.3 percent more 
than last \ear compared to increases of 3.4 percent and 4.7 percent the previous 2 years. Private institutions 
reported increases of close to 3 percent, while public institutions reported a slight drop in the number of first- 
tinic freshmen. ' ' . 

Proprietar> schools reported the large^^t increases among those institutions reporting in both 1980 and 1981. 
up nearK 11 percent. The number of men attending these schooKs rose m9je than 14 percent, while the

Daia presenied in ihis report are denved from ihe 19?1 survey of Fall Enroilmeni in Insiiiuiions of Higher 
Educaiion. co^ducied ihe Naiionar Renter ior Educaiion Siaiisi'ics (NCES) as pan of iis 16lh annual Higher 
Edu^^aiion G^nerar Infomiaiion Survey (HEGIS) program. The lolal universe in 1981 consisted of 3,294 msiiiu- 
"iions^ Actual responses were received from 3.245 colleges, or 9S,5 percent of the lotal universe, while data were>. 
imputed for the remaining 49 schools. Data imputed for non-response accounted for only 0.5 percent of the total 
enrollment reported in 1981, This report is hmited in coverage to the 3.253 institutions located in the 50 States and 
the District of Columbia: only ihe State tables include d^ita for the addiiibnal 41 institutional >units surveyed in 
outlying areas (Guam. Puerto Rica etc.). ' ... - ^ — 

' The neu classification of institutions adopted by NCES dunng .the 1981-82 academic year is reflected in the 
tables presented with this report. Institutions are idetitified as doctoral-level, comprehensive, general baccalaureate, 
specialized. 2-year, or new (to the HEGIS universe). New schools remain in this. category until they have filed- 2 
vears of earned degret data and their actiial classification categor> can be determined based on the actual number 
of degree.s and Ihe number of programs in u*hich they were awarded. Detailed tables are formatted using both new 
and old HEGIS classifications for comparison purposes: both sets of tables present trend data back to 1978. 

The report that follows is divided into two chapters. Chapter 1 discusses clianges in enrollment patterns 
amon-i \jic 3-253 instittjf\Mis in th 50 States and the District of Columbia that are in the current universe. Chapter

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Chapter 1 

Recent Trends in Enrollment for All 
Institutions . 

• Enrollment data reported since the mid-1970's depict an uneven pattern of growth' and decline for the first 4 
years, followed by successive increases. Total enrollment in the Nation's institutions of higher education &rew..l0.4i 
percent to nearly 12.4 milhon over the 6-year period from 1975 to 1981 for an average annual growth rate of 1.7 
percent. The 1980-81 increase in total enrollment of 2.3 percent exceeded, the average annual growth rate fo* the 6- 
year period and projections indicate that enrollment will most likely peak next year and then begin to decline. It . is 
anticipated ..that total enrollment wiirdrop-to its 1986 level of 12.1. million by 1986 and then fluctuate only shghtly 
•throughout the remainder of the decade.' 

The more recent trends in enrollment growth can be attributed in part to several factors: 1) the continued nse-. 
tn the number of women students attending institut^ons ®f higher, education; 2) the mcreased tendency for older 
students to return to college;' 3) more part-time students, e.specially at 2-year and sg^ialized schools; and 4J the 
growing .popi^arity of 2-yeai institutions and tTie programs they offer. ^ , ^ 



Women in Higher Education 

During the latter half of the 1970's, women incMled their numbers substantially in higher education, a trend 
which' continued through 198 ; (figure >!). In 1975. wome?i accounted for 45 perceift of the total enrollment in colleges and 
Wersities; bv 1979., more than 50 percent of- all students l^re women, and their share, has increased another 2 
-percent since that time.. Moreover, in 1981, women made up 53 percent of the entering freshpian class, the largest 
proportion reported since this series began. > ■ . r n 

pf th«r 6,396-.600 womei\ enrolled in institutions of higher education in 1981, 54 percent were studying full 
time compared to a 58-percent share in 1975. Although this proportion has -declined, the actual number of full-time 
women students has increased fairly steadily (2.9'percent per year), while the average annual. growth rate of those 
attending part time has grown much more rapidly (5.5 percent per year) since 1975 (table 1). 

Increased Participation of X)lder Students 

.\nother .significant factor affecting enrollment growth, is the increased participationVf Hder students, i.e.. 
those be,V3nd the traditional 18- to 24-year-old group. Although the nuVnber of traditional (?d^a£,-age students was 
expected to peak around 1981. it is anticipated that older students will continue to enroll in inci^asmg numbers, at 
least over the next few vears. Almost all of the growth among older indents attending colleges and universities, 
especiallv since 1975. was attributable to women. During this period, older women enrolled in increasing numbers- 
the majority in part-time programs. Again, projections indicate. this trend should continue, a^Nleast through 1990' 
(table A). ■ ' - «.

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The^&nibutflon t)f enroUmenl by type of institution varies considerably for most categories when examined 
by cont^^^feire 5 and tables 7;and 8). W^ile doctoral and comprehensive institulioos maintained similar shares, 
the remainmg categories show quite different patterns of enrollment: The. largest proportion of stiidertls in the pub- 
lic sector were enrolled in I^year- institutions in 1981-nearly 46 percent-whereas more students attending private 
schools chose those clasgified as general baccalaureate than any other category.. ^ . 

In general, enrollment In doctoral-leverinstitutions remained fairly constant between 1980 ^nd 1981; survey 
respondents reported less than a 1-percent gain in total enrollment. Private doctoral institutioris showed gains of 
ab^ut 2 percent dunng the same period, whiic public doctoral institutions reported virtually no change. Compre- 
hdAsive institutions, reported similar growth patterns between 1980 and 1981 in both the public and private sectors, 
up 0.9 percent each^.,^^_| ... 

Although ahe growth rate in the publicly controlled general baccalaureatfc schools was almost twice that re- 
ported for those in the private sector, up 1.7 percent and 0.9 percent, respectively, for the 1980-81 period, the abso- 
lute increase in the, number of students enrolled was nearly equal. Privately controlled general baccalaureate 
schools enrolled twice as many students as those in the public sector, and, as stated previously, they enrolled the 
largest proportion of students Choosing private education.

Specialized schools enrolled- barely 5 percent of the total enrollment in institutions of higher edil^ji in 
.1981 and both public and private schools reported increases in enrollment of nearly 3 percent over last yev s 
totals The bulk of the enrollment in the specialized schools is in the private sector, where the number of students 
ha^ tradUionallv accounted for a much larger proportion of^the total enrollment than m the public sector. 

Two-vear institutions reported the largest gains in enrollment in 1981. up 3.5 percent over 1980, to a total of 
more than 4.6 milUon students. Public 2-year schools en^olled 95" percent of these students, mostly because of their 
low tuition rates and the variety of programs offered, especially in occupational areas. Private 2-year institutions 
also reported steady gains in enrollment, up 5 percent <6ince 1980-which, although it was a larger percentage gain 
than public institutions recorded.' accounted for an absolute increase of less than 10,000 students.

The- most difficult categories of institutions to analyze are those that are new to the universe. These institu- 
tions have not been classified according to their degree offerings as yet, but they still impact on the total enroll- 
ment picture The tables found in' the appendix show the effect that these- new schools have on (he total HEGI5 
universe ' Chapter 2 separately analyzes the enrollment changes withcjut the data from the new schools. Before this 
classification scheme was implemented, these types of analyses were not possibje. In fact, for the past few years, 
since the number of 18- to 24-ysar-olds began to level off, it was thought that |he addition of new mstitutrons to 
the HEGIS universe was responsible for the continued increases in erirollmen|t. This assumption has been dis-> 
proven, as the tables and figures in chapter 2 indicate. 

Enrollment Changes, by Sex of Student 

The growth in total enrollment in institutions of higher education from 1978 to 1981 was largely a functipn of^ 
the increased^articipation of women in all phases of higlier education. During this penod:^enrollment ros^ 13.J 
percent among women, while the number of men increased 5.9 percent. By fall 1981, women; accounted for 51.7 
percent of the total enrollment |n all institutions, compared to 49.9 percent in 1978 and 45 percent in .1975.

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. Between 1980 and 1981. the^growth rates for women were consistently higher than those* for men for each 
t\pe of institution under the new classification. Only in those institutions new to the universe did the rise in the 
number of men enrolled exceed that of women (figure 6 and table 2), While the specialized school^ reported the' 
highest rates of growth (up 4.7 percent for women), they accounted for an absolute increase of only about lO.CKX) 
women students; whereas, the 2-year schools, which showed gains of 4.2.percent during the same 1980-81 period, 
actually enrolled more than 100.000 additional women students. / f . ^ 

Rates, of growth for men and women varied according to the type\and control of the institutions attended, 
and no clear patterns of growth or trends are evident at this time. Two-year Institutions,^ however, have "Consistently 
enrolled more students in both the public and private sectors than any ckher type, Xhese same schools again re- 
ported the largest absolute gains in the number of men and women during the 1980-81 period. 

Although the number of men enrolled in institutions of higher education increased for the third consecutive 
year, their rates ^f increase have slowed; the gain for 1980-81 was 1.7 percent compared to a 3.4-percen4 rise the 
preced ing year _Qnjy_in the dOcloral-kvel institutions did the number of men actually decline in 1981, although^the 
drop was so small (0.1 percent) that it may be attributable to changes in reporting practices rather than the begin- 
ning of a new trend in enrollment patterns. ' ^ \ 

The number of" women enrolled^ full- and part-time rose 1.8 percent, and 4.1 perceirT respectively, between 
1980 and 1981 compared to 0.6 percent and 3.5 percent gains f©r men. Although the rales of growth were higher 
among part-timers, those enrolled full-time constituted a larger proportion of the total enrollment. 

The number of men enrolled full-time in all institutions in 1981 continued fo exceed the number of women, 
whereas, among students^ attending part-time, women accounted for a 56-percent share of the total Only in the 
specialized schools did women constitute less than a 50-percenl share of the total part-time population. Their share 
of the total population fell below 50 perctnt in full-lime programs at both doctoral-^evel and specialized 
: institutions.

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unprecedented 14-percent drop in graduate enrollment/ Since that time, the steady rise in the enrollment of women has 
tended to offset the reported decline among their male counterparts. In fall 1981 , won^^^n represented 48 percent of all grad- 
uate students, up from less than 45 percent in 1975. The increased participation of women, especially in full-time graduate 
programs, was also noted by the National Science Foundation (NSF) in its annual survey of Graduate Science Students and 
Postdoctorates at doctorate-granting institutions. NSF reported average gains of 10 percent per year from 1975 to 1977 and 
6 percent annually between l'>77 and 1980.^ ' . 

The unclassified category of student enrollment encompasses those enrolled at the undergraduate level as well 
as at the postbaccalaureate level. Unclassifie'S enrollment increased dramatically during the early to mid-seventies, 
and, although the growth rate has slowed somewhat, it has continued to increase at about 4 percent per year since 
1978. By 1981. nearly 1.5 million students wxre reported as unclassified, or-12 percent of the total in all institutions 
of higher education. This is the only category of enrollment that showed men increasing at a faster rate than 
women (3.3 percent compared to 2.2 percent) for the 1980-81 period. Women, however, still comprise the l^ger 
portion of unelassifieds. 58 percent of the total in 1981. - ^ • • . 



<This decUne was noted at the s^me time that the fall cnroIImcntNurvey form undcn^ ent a sbpht change in the reporting of unclassified stu- 
dents; institutions, for the first- time, were able to show unclassified students at the postbaccalaureate level.'Overall, between 1975 and 1976 
unclassified enrollment increased neaily l'89,000. or 18 percent, while graduate cnroUment d.-npped a total of more than 178,000. or 14.1 
percent (for the 50 Sta-es and D.C).

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For the 3-year period. 2-year institutions reported the largest growth rate for firsi-time frefffmen enrolled in 
higher -education, up nearly 4 percent each year. In absolute terms, these same 2-y^ar schools accounted for two- 
thirds of the overalj increa'se at all institutions. DoctoraMe\\l. comprehensi\ e. and general baccalaureate institu- 
tions registered very few additional firsi-iirners during this period-each reported less than a 1-percent rise in en- 
rollment. Specialized in lilutions did report some growth, about 2 percent per year, but they represented less than a 3-per- 
.cent share of the total.eiirollmeiii of first-time freshmen. 

Since 1976. entering freshman classes' have consisted of more women than men. and the proportion that are 
women has increased steadily since that time. As of fall 1981. more than 53 percent of all first-time freshmen were 
women. The number of men attending our Nation's colleges and universities for the first timfc has fluctuated some- 
, w hat since the mid-se\ enties. -with only 2 years (1979 and 1980) of actual, increases. Women have shown consis- 
tent gains during the >ame period, but the 1980-81 grow th rate was the lowest^ reported. i \ ^ 

Vull'time first-time freshmen outnumbered thet.part-i^ipiers nearly 2 to 1 in 1981. While the nu\nber enrolling 
full-time decreased this year, down 0.7 percent, part-time first-timers continued to increase, up 2.4 percent over 
1980. All types of institutions (except those new to the universe) reported' declmcs behveen .1980 and 1981 in the 
number of full-time fi^sl-time freshmen. In most instances (spcci'alized schools were the exception because of the 
unusual nature of their enrollment), men registered larger declines than women. Among those enrolling part-time, 
some rather unusual situations arose: doctoral institutions reported increases of nearly 23 percent among first-time

Enrollnlent Distribution, by State ^ 

Chances in the distribuiii^n of student earollment began to take place in 198.1. At that lime, fiscal fesinciion> 
in man\ State budgets led to reductions in student aid and to the reduced avajlabiliiN of occupational programs in 
manN . public mstitutions. Both^Washington and Oregon suffered apprcciabl^Jeclines in enroS^ment between 198U 
and 1,981. down 8.2 percent and 4.8 percent respectivel> (tables D^and 13). Fiv^ other Slates (Delaware. Tennessee. 
Arkan^a>.' Michigan, and Nevada) reported decreases in total enrollment of between 2.7 percent and 1.3» percent, 
while another four States showed declines of less than 1 percent. Healthy increases were noted in Alaska, up i^ 
percent over 1980. Louisiana up 9 percent, and' Oh40 and South Dakota, up nearh 7 percent ealii. ) 

The overall clist ribunon of studenr.^ among States and jeaons >has cli^ngedMitiHe over the. past fev\ years. Caliiomia. 

Neu York, and Texas led.ihe Nation in Enrollment of students overall, as well as at the undergraduate level. However, ai 
.ihe^ graduate level, enrotlmcmv^ as distribuj,ed quite differently. Although Calilornia and New "tork still ranked one and two. 

thewnrolled nearK the sJlfe »y nber of graduate students, approximately 120.000 each. Illinois ranked ihird with nearly 

60.000 graduates, c'loseh folirR^by Pennsylvania (55.500) and Massachusetts (51,300). First-professional students tended 

to cluster m a feu States: again, (^alifornia and New York ranked highest.

Changes in Enrollment Among Ongoing 
Institutions^ 



* TraditionalK. NCES's report of fall enrollment in higher^-education- has included data from all institutions 
included in that year-s survey universe. Because many new insiilulions enter ihe survey universe each year, the 
trend in enrollmeat among ongoing institutions has been obscured/ With the development of the neu classification 
svsiem of institutions, it is now possible for NCES to separately identify the institutions new to the surve\ univer>e 
in a particular year. B\ doing so. ue caq highlight enrollment trends among institutions that have been included 
for several >ears The remainder of this chapter is devoted to that ertdf 

Since the new classification has been introduced onl> recently, not all elements of enrollment have been tabu- 
lated using the new system. However, the following sections do provide a basis for comparison ^ith chapter 1 that 
discusses-enrollmcnt in all institutions in(:luded in the survev universe. * 

Changes Bet\\een 1978 and 1981 

Between fall 1978 and fall 1981. total enrollment in the ongoing institutions of higher education increased 
almost 9 percent. Enrollment of full-time students ificreased 6.9 percent while that of part-time students increased 
'li.8 percent. As might be expected, the enrollment increases in pubbc institutions paralleled those for all institu- 
tions. 7.5 percent among full-time students and 11.9 percent among part-time students <tablc E and figure 9). 

Enrollment ^owth among all private institutions was somewhat lower during this period". 5.4 percent for full- 
twne students and 11.1 percent among part-time students. However, these -figures obscure the considerable differ- 
ence in the rate of change between nonprofit and proprietary institutions? Between fall 1978 and fall 1981. non- 
profit colleges and universities saw full-time enrollment iricreasc4>y 4.3 percent and part-time by 1-L2 percent. B\ 
contrast! during the same period, full-time enrollment in the proprietary institutions rose 43.5 percent, compared to ' 
*5.? percent among part-timers (table E). . ' 

: . During the 1978-81 period, the enrollment of women continued to increase at a faster jate than that of men; 
Among all ongoing institutions, the enrollment of men increased 4.7 percent while that of women rose 13.1 percent. 
Enrollment grow th rates in the public sector were slighUy higher than these totals: 5.5 percent for men and 13.2 
percent for women. The rate of increase in the private sector as a whole was smaller than that in the public sccmr: 
the growth rate for men increased. 2 percent while that of women increased 12.6 percent. The enrollment of men^n 
nonprofit institutions rose only 1.5 percent while the comparable figure in the proprietary institutions was 24.6 
percent. Jhe increase in the enrollment of women in nonprofit institutions was 11.6 percenf compared ,to a 44.9- 
pcrccnt rise in the proprieury sector. However, since enrollment* totals are small for this group, a* small numerical 
Wrcase can result in a large percentage increase (table F and figure M))- - . 

Changes from 1980 to 1981 

Total fall enrollment in 1981 was 1 .9 percent higher than in 1980 among all of the ongoing colleges "ind universities in- 
cluded in this survey. Among pubUc institutions the increase was 2.0 percent, while all private institutions combined showed

HDwever, while enrollment in the nonprofit institutions was increasing by 1.5 percent, enrollment in 
proprietary insivtulions was inc?casiiig by 10.7 percent (table E).. ■ ; 

Enrollment of part-time students continued to increase 'at a faster fate than^that of full-time students in most 
sectors. While the 1-year increase in enrollmetrt of full-time students was l;t) percent, the ecjuivalent figure-for part- 
time sludeivti^ was 3.2'pcrceni. Public institutions, in general, showed a higher rate of increa>e in enrollmeiu of full- 
titue students (1.1 percent), but a lower rate of /ncroase iiv enrollment of part-time students. (3.0 percent), when 
compared to'the private seett)r as a whole (0.7. percent and 4.5 percent, respectively). Within the./prlvat^^ sector, the 
nonprofit institutfons experienced a miich lower rate. of increase in^ the enrollment of fiill-iime students (0.3 per- 
cent), but a higher rate of increa.^e in- the enrollment of 'part-time students. (4,5 percent), when compared to proprie- 
tary institutions (12.3 percent and 3.4 percent, respectively) (table jp). f 

-The rale of increase of the enrollme^'t of^women continued to exceed that of men, as it had for the past 
several, years. Among all institutions.' the enrollment of men increased t^v 1,2 percejDt, \i1ille that of women in- 
creased by 2:6 percent. As might be expected, the enrollment changes in public institutions wer^ similar to ihose^ 
for all institutions: 1.4 percent for men and 2.5 percent for xComen. This compar^si with rates of change among all 
private! institutions of 0.8'percerrt for. men and 2.8 percent for women. 

The difference between nonprofi't .and proprietary institutions was considerable. While^^he enrollment of men 

• was increasing by 0.4 percent in n£)nprofit institutions, it increased in proprietary schools by 14.4 percent. Cor©par% • 
able rates, for women were 2:6 percent and 7^8 percent, tepectively (table F). 

Changes in. Enrollment, by Type of institution 

Between 1980 and 1981. the patterns of change in enrollment among various types of institutions tended to 
be similar in the public and private sectors, with two notable exceptions. In general, public doctoral-level institu- 
tions tended* to shgw the lowest rate pf increase in enrollment, followed in order by comprehensive, general bacca- 
laureate, and specialized: 2-year colleges showed the largest rate of growth. Among private, nonprofit instittitions.- 
however, the enrollment increase in doctoral-level institutions exceeded that qf both comprehensive and general 
baccalaur,eate ii>stitutions. Among proprietary institutions, the rate of enrollment increase in specialized institutions 
exceeded that of 2-year schools (table G). ^ ^ . 

Changes in Enrollment of First-Time Freshmen 

Between 1980 and 1981.^e enrollment of ^new.^reshmen declined -in all type"^ of public institutions, except for 
those classified as specialized- On the other hand, tlie enrollment of new freshmen rose in private, nonprofit institu- 
tions classified as "ffoctoral-level and comprehensive, while declining in the other three types. Overall, new freshmen 
dropped by 0.7 percent in both public and private, nonprofit institutions. By contrast, the enrollment of newTresh- 
men in proprietary institutions increased by "7^8 percent (table H). 

Si^mmary 

Through the period 1978 to 1981. total enrollment in ongoing institutions x)f higher edikatipn continued to 
ia(s?rtase. although at a slower rate ai the end of that period. Private, nonprofit institutions showed^e slowest rates 

"*of growth, while the proprietary institutions reported the fastest rates of increase. On the other Rand, both public 
and private institutions experienced a decline in the number of new freshmen ' admitted in 1981. \ 

^ J The 0.1 -percent drop in new freshmen enrolling in the total private sector masks the larger 0.7-percent decline 
among nonprofit institutions. While the declines in general may be small: it is the potential impact upon certain 
types of institutions that is disconcerting. The nonprofit, general baccalaureate institutions'experienced the largest 
decreases in the number of new freshmen, down 4,1 percent between 1980 and 1^81. It is also these institutions 
that have tended to enrdll the majority of their students directly from bfgh school as full-time students. W^ith the 
projected decline in high school graduates, and without the tradition of programs aimed at older students, these 
institutions appear particularly voilnerable to competition from other types of institutions.

Methodology . \ 

Survey Background 

. This publication contains the results of the 1981 survey of Fall Enrollment in Institutions of Higher Educa- 
tion, conducted as part of the 16th annual Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) program. 4II 
institutions recognized as acqredited and listed in ihc Education Directory, Colleges ar\3 Universities, 198} -82 pro- 
vided information for the survey or werev imputed based on a previous year's response. Data presented in tfie de- 
tailed tabl9s are for all institutions located in the 50 States and the District of Columbia, except for the State ta- 
bles, which include statistics for schoolsNiMi^e outlying areas. Tables 1 through 18 were designed to present data 
using the itew classification of institutions{ schools were designated as'either doctoral-level, comprehensive, general 
baccalaureate, specialized, 2-year, or new to the universe. Appendix tables A-2 through A- 12 are directly compar- 
able to tables in the first section, but the old classification of institution^ (university, other 4-year, and 2-year) was" 
used in order to conform to those published last year, ' ' ' 

The Universe 

The universe for the 1981 enrollment survev consisted of th^ 3,253 institutions of higher education and their 
branches in the 50 States and D.C., as well as an additional 41 institutions in the outlying areas. Table A-1 indicates the total 
numbef-t>{^instituiional units in the^'QSl universe; fall 1980 totals are included for comparison. 

Dataf have^been compiled annually as part of the HEGIS program since 1966, and tht rigins of the fall 
enrollment sufncv rxien ■ ^v^ck lo the early 1900*s. The survey instrument used currently has noi changed apprecia- 
'bly since 1976. thus pr-s: ing the consistency of reporting needed for statistical analyses, Thv 1981 enrollment 
survey requested data bj endance status (full- or part-time), enrollment level (undergraduate, first-jjrofessional. 
graduate, or unclassified), and sex of student. The institutional reporting of data also allows for cdfnpilation by 
Slate, control (public, private), type of institution, and various other characteristics of the inst^itutions themselves 
that would lend to analysis. 

Questionnaire Editing 

The sur\'ey forms. 2300-2-.3A for 4-year institutions and 23O0-2.3B for 2-year institutions, were mailed to State 
coordinators for distribution or directly to institutions in non-coordinated States for completion of data. The survey 
carried a due date of November 15. 1981. Fojlow-up was completed by March 15, and a clean data base was de- 
clared on May 20, 1982. The, schedule for the processing of the 1981 data was somewhat slower than usual due to 
the adaptation of the new classification of institutions, the reprogrftmming of tables to present data in this new 
format as well as for just the 50 States andf D-.C, and the late arri\<(il of data from two very large university 
. systems. 

Each response 10 the 1981 survey was edited for internal consistency (add checks) •and consistency with the 
previous year's response (tolerance checks). Error resolution was performed and institutions were contacted for 
^clarification of problems that could not be resolved by the data editors. These procedures eliminated the larger 
reporting errors: however, some variances stiir exist that reflect changes in definitions, reporting practices, and/or 
institutional policies. 

Response late . ^ % 

'Respoii^Ci to the 1981 sur\'ey yielded an institution;il rcspt5rrs"e'"raTe""ort^5 percent. For the 49 institutions 
that did not respond, data were imputed based on theiiYl980 re^onses, where available. For those institutions that 
were not part of the 1980 universe, the enrollment estirnate provided through the Institutional Characteristics Sur- 
vey was* prorated based on a peer institution. 

For institutions that responded to the survey, partial imputation was made for item nonresponse. Again, the 
1980 survey 'response .was used where possible; PTE data were imputed or generated at .33 of the part-time total. 
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NCES Classification Qf Institutions of Higher 
Education 

General 

The following categories A through D cover institutions that grant more than 25 percent of their degrees at 
the baccalaureate' level or, above. Institutions in category E grant 75 percent or more of their awards below the 
baccalaureate^ level. Category' F is for new institutions. ^

A. EkKtoral'level Instittitions 

These are institutions characterized by a significant leVel artd breadth of activity in and commitment to dcK- 
toral-level education as measured by the number of doctor^le recipients and the diversjity i4i doctoral-ldvel program 
offerings. Included in this'categor>' are institutions that are^igt considered specialized schools (see category E\ be- 
low) and that grant a minimum of 30 doctbrai-level degrees. T|i.ese degrees must -be granted in three or more doc- 
toraMevel program areas* or, alternatively, have an interdisciplinary program at the doctJWal level. Included in the 
counts of doctoral degrees for classification purposes are the following first-professional degrees: M.D.. D.D.S. 
D.O.. and D.\^tVJ- All of these are in a single program area, health professions. One. other type of institution is also 
classified as doct^al: any institution that meets all other criteria for being so ^^ssified, except for the number of 
doctorates, and grants only doctorates, is classified as doctoral-level. ^ ' 

B. Comprehensive Institutions 

These institution6 are characterized by diverse post-baccalaureate programs (including first-professional), but 
do not engage in significant doctoral-level education. Specifically, this category includes institution's not considered 
specialized in which the number of do9jk)ral-level degrees granted is less than 30 or in which fewer than 3 jdoctoral- 
level programs are offered. In addition,\lhese institutions must grant a minimum of 30 post-bac^laureate degrees 
^master's, doctor, and first-professional) ri^d either grant degrees in 3 or more post-baccalaure^ie^^ograms or. al- 
ternativc;ly. have an interdisciplinar>' program -at the post-baccalaureate Ipvel. 

C. General Baccalaureate Institutions 

These institutions are characterized by their primary emphasis on general undergraduate, baccalaureate-level 
education. They are not significantly engaged in post-baccalaureate education. Included are insiitu'^ions jiot consid- 
ered as specialized and those in which th£ number of post-baccalaureate degrees granted is less than 30 or in which 
^ fewer than 3 post-baccalaureate level programs are offered and which either (a) grant baccalaureate degrees in 3 or 
'more program areas, or (\ ) offer a baccalaureate program in interdisciplinary studies.

D. Specialized Institutions 

These are baccalaureate or post-baccalaureate institutions characterized by a programmatic emphasis in one 
area (plus closely related specialties), ^uch as business or engineering. The programmajiic emphasis is rneasured by 
the percentage of degrees granted in the program area. An institution granting over 60^rcent of its degrees in one 
^ program area, or granting over one-half of its degrees in one program area and granting degrees in fewer than 5 baccalaure-ate 
prograiV) areas, is- considered to be a specialized institution. (Tlie U.S. Service Schools are also considered specialized.) 

E. 2- Year Institutions 

These are institutions that confer at least 75 percent of their degrees and awards for uork below the bache-
